Five Co. Cities 
in 10,000 Class; 
But We Aren't

Five of Los Angeles county's 
40 cities stepped Into the "10,- 
000 and over class" between 
1930 and 1940, according to prc 
llmlnary census figures obtained 
this week at the Department of 
Commerce In the Federal build- 
Ing. Bell, Lynwood, Maywood 
Redondo Beach and San Gabriel 
were the five cities, making a 
total of 20 of 10,000 and over 
now In the county.

Local census officials still are 
awaiting population figures by 
townships, and for cities under 
10,000, they said.

The Torrance population 
(till stands at 9,860, the fig­ 
ure announced last July, on 
Increase of 2,589 gtnce 1930 
or 35 percent.
Beverly Hills still holds the 

record of all time In Los Angeles 
county for percentage of growth, 
made between 1920 and 1930. 
when the growth was 2485.9 
percent, according to the tabu­ 
lation. Nearest to this in the 
1940 census is Burbank, which 
increased its population 104.6 
percent, but which la a small 
part of Bcvcrly Hills' record 
figure. Burbank "grew"-472 per 
cent while Beverly Hills' made 
Its record between 1920 and 
1930, however.

The county as a whole 
creased in population by 25.8 
percent during the last 10 years, 
'which Is therefore, the average 
of all cities and communities.

52 Structures Above Lomita

Work Is on schedule at the 

project, according to Harvey A. 
NIchols, general contractor, and 
will be finished by expiration of 
the 240 calendar days time limit 
on April 14, 1941, construction 
having started March 17, 1939.

The last Issue of The South­ 
west Builder and Contractor had 
a detailed account of the struc­ 
tural details of the big project. 
Some of the Interesting features 
of Harbor Hills are:

There are 300 dwelling units 
In the 52 buildings, with 4 to 
10 units In each building. Units 
consist of 3H, 4V4 and 5'i rooms 
each and there will be 1,346 rooms 
In the project. Dining alcoves off 
kitchens are rated as half-rooms.

There are-eight different types 
of multiple dwellings dlstln 
gulshed by Interior planning 
and arrangement, some one story 
and others two stories In height, 
the latter having a one story ex­ 
tension where- there Is an odd 
number of units.

The architecture is modern 
and the design of the buildings, 
which have low pitched roofs 
with a wide overhang, Is ap­ 
propriate to the site. Landscap­ 
ing possibilities of the ground 
have been considered In the lay­ 
out and when the planting Is 
developed the project will hnve 
a very pleasing aspect. Li'vellnji 
of ground for buildings and 
parking areas required the con­ 
struction of some retaining walls 
of moderate height.

All the buildings have con­ 
crete foundations, reinforced

Groutlock brick masonry walls 
and reinforced concrete floors 
and roofs. They are designed 
for earthquake resistance. Con­ 
struction operations were begun 
on the buildings at the top of 
the slope In the section south of 
Palos Verdes Drive and have 
progressed down the slope, the 
crews moving from one building 
to another In the natural se­ 
quence of operations.

Great. Exactness Required
Soil conditions were favorable 

to foundation work, standard 
wood forms being used for the 
concrete walls.

Second floors were poured In­ 
tegrally with the reinforced con­ 
crete bond beam encircling the 
structure. Plywood forms were 
used for the floors to Insure a 
smooth surface as the bottom of 
the slab will be the first story. 
The reinforced concrete hoods 
over doorways and windows and 
the reinforced concrete balconies 
on the two-story flats were can- 
tllevered but from the second 
floor, being poured Integrally 
with the slab. These hoods pro­ 
ject 2 ft. 4 in, on the one-story 
buildings and 2 ft. 6 In. on the 
two-story structures.

The reinforced concrete roof 
slab also was poured Integrally 
wjth the bond beam which caps 
the second story wall. Construc­ 
tion of the forms was complicat­ 
ed and great exactness was re. 
quired.

Colors Now Being Studied
Approximately 14,000 cubic 

yards of concrete will go Into 
the job, according to the con­ 
tractor's estimate and approxi­ 
mately 580 tons of reinforcing 
steel was required for the struc­ 
tural concrete. This was fur­ 
nished and placed by the Soule 
Steel Company of Torrance. 
Soulc Steel casement windows 
used In the buildings arc set in 
th6 .walla when they are laid. 
There, are 2,300 windows, and as 
many screens which are being 
furnished and placed by Soulc 
Steel.

All Interior walls will be plas­ 
tered with base coat of cement 
plaster. In the kitchens, dining 
a'covcs and bathrooms the fin­ 
ish coat will be Keeno cement 
to be painted with enamel and 
In the other rooms the finish 
coat will bo cement stucco with 
integral color, sand finish, un- 
painted.
